Every farm had it's own 
small zoo. In cattle there were 
Jerseys. Ayrshires, Dutch belted. 
Brown Swiss, etc. but mostly 
Guernseys in Jefferson County. 
Wis. Horses were mostly Per 
cheron and belgian crosses but 
there were a few clydedales and 
Shires, but the poultry provided 
the greatest variety. Most every 
farm had a free running flock of 
pure bred chickens, to provide for 
the dozen or more hatcheries in 
Fort Atkinson. They were 
generally in Hocks of 50 to 500 
hens of buttercups, S:S. Ham- 
burgs. Barred Rocks. Columbian 
Wyandottes. Anconas. etc and 
many more. Last summer I 
revisited the area again Gone all 
gone, not a chicken did I see. and 
but one herd of cows. Guernseys 
anyway. Most farm steads were 
lorn down and nothing to see but 
soybeans and corn. When did it 
all begin? The introduction of the 
large chickens from Asia to the 
U.S. and England early in the 
19th century provided poultry dil 
ferent in most respects from the 
small barnyard and backyard 
poultry of undistinguished 
heritage that populated our 
yards. Large, feathered legged 
layers of large brown eggs 
throughout the winter made these 
new bird very desirable. Males 
from these imports were placed 
over the home flocks to produce 
finer and more uselul poultry 
products, with startling results. 
These crossbred birds aroused 
the creative instincts in many 
• new" breeds were claimed. 
Most to fail to reproduce or be 
promoted. The most successful ol 
the inovators created the 
Cochins, brahmas, Langshans 
and the American breeds except 


the Dominiques. These of course 
were included in the Standard of 
Perfection, but what of the other 
breeds? Some had a brief time of 
popularity such as; JERSEY 
BLUES. Probably originated in 
NJ about 1B50. The alte Charlie 
Heal told me years ago I hat they 
were bred extensively around Mt. 
Holly. NJ until the end of the 19th 
century for New York city 
market for roasters. Admilled lo 
the Standard of Perfection in 1881 
gnd dropped some time later pro¬ 
duced 14 pound co ks. and 10 
pound cockerels, hens, and 
pullets. Ideal size for capons for 
the market. From what l can 
recall they were of a mottled blue 
color with clean legs, bred lor 
size alone. 

SHERWOODS. Starting in 
about 1850 W. Alice Burpee at 
Ford Hook Farm. Doyleslown, 
PA. bred for sale Collie dogs, 
poultry and garden seeds. 
Poultry remained his major pro¬ 
duct until about 1900 whe he con- 
centraled on garden seeds. 
However during his time as a 
poultryman he sold many hat¬ 
ching eggs and grown breeders. 
Of the many breeds he sold he 
promoted the Sherwoods They 
were originated a bout 1850 by Mr. 
Timberlake ol Sherwood Planta¬ 
tion. VA. Some pure white 
Georgia Game were introduced 
into a large family flock of Cochin 
and Light brahma origin. After 
about 20 years the White Games 
dominated the flock. From the 
only illus. that has come to my at¬ 
tention they were a feather legg¬ 
ed white fowl looking much our 
present day Langshans. They 
weighed 8 to 10 pounds and were 
bred to produce 3 lo 4 pound 
broilers at 10 weeks and laid 
large brown eggs. No one else 
ever took up the breed and soon 
was gone. Burpee continued in 
the seed business and is still go¬ 
ing strong in the East. 

BUCKS COUNTY FOWL. A 
large fowl similar in color and 
type of the present day New 



Hampshire Keel. Created in 
Bucks County. PA. as a market 
fowl, during the 19th century. The 
last known stock was merged 
with the early Buff Rocks. 
WHITE WONDERS. Similar to 
the Sherwoods but created in 
Maine in the 1890's. Of Wyandotte 
type with lightly feathered legs 
intended for the roaster market. 
Strongly promoted for inclusion 
in the APA STANDARD OF 
PERFECTION but rejected in 
1897 and soon completely disap¬ 
peared. BLACK JAVAS. First 
known to be in the possession of a 
doctor in Mo. He would mot part 
with either eggs or birds. Kept 
only for himself. However, about 
1875 a few eggs escaped from his 
property, and it is from these that 
the breed was developed. 

MOTTLED JAVAS. New 
Jersey has been their point of 
orig* •. perhaps because tor many 
years most of the market poultry 
for New York City came from 
there. 

Both varieties of Javas remain 
in the Standard, but few are bred 
except by “String Men". 

BUCKETS. Mrs. Frank Mct- 
calk of Warren. Ohio, created this 
breed using Dark Cornish. 
American Black breasted Red 
Games. Brahmas, and other 
Games. She wanted a large fowl 
with a per comb and the red color 
of today's New Hampshire which 
was the color of the Rhode Island 
Red at that time. Admitted to the 
Standard in 1904. The revision 
committee of 1908 advised that 
they be dropped, but they are still 
there. But few if any of pure blood 
still exist. They were a hardy 
breed with good egg production, 
but failed to hold anyone's fancy 
Without a doubt there were many 
more breeds, most ol which 
never bred true, that have now 
passed on into oblivion unknown 


and unsung. But what of the 
many fine varieties of large fowl 
that provided many large classes 
at the Shows? Buff Leghorns, 
Partridge Wyandottes, Butter¬ 
cups, White Faced Black 
Spanish, and Bud Wyandotles 
anu omers. me last time I view¬ 
ed flocks of fine Buff varieties 
was at Marcus Davidson in Bath, 
PA. In the summer time Buff 
fowl of all Breeds roamed his 
farm in large numbers. And in 
large numbers. Cochins. Minor- 
cas, Leghorns. Rocks, Wyandot¬ 
tes, etc. All for sale at a 
reasonable prices, for birds good 
enough to win as long as your 
competitor birds did not come 
from Marcus. He has been dead 
for a number of years but he will 
be long remembered. 

Many of these moribund breeds 
were very good producers of eggs 
and poultry and pleasing to see. 
One could wish that some of them 
would be taken up by someone 
new. Just as Carol and Roger 
Voter did with the Dominiques. 
Regenerating the Columbian 
Wyandottes or Buff Minorcas 
would be a pleasant challenge to 
someone and help the rare breed 
survive. It should be as much fun 
as creating a new variety or 
breed and save some old breed. 

I will no longer try to produce 
an article each month. From 
lime to time when I get an idea 
one will be forth coming. Write if 
you have a request for informa¬ 
tion and I’ll try to help.

DEAR BILL: 

I would like to point out an er¬ 
ror that was in the June and 
August issues of the Poultry 
Press. These were both by S. 
Robert Powell and I believe ‘.he 
later August issue was just a 
reprint of the June issue. 

The articles were titled “The 
Columbian Variety”. The Stan¬ 
dard or large Light Sussex does 
not have a Columbian color pat¬ 
tern. Sussex are a British fowl 
and the color pattern of the Light 
Sussex is like no other. Mr. 
Powell is right that the male has 
a white saddle but the undercolor 
has to be white, not grey. 

The American Standard of 
Perfection is correct in it’s stan¬ 
dard for the Light Sussex 
however, the American Bantam 
Standard is wrong in giving it the 
Columbian color pattern. I have 
tried for the last ten years to have 
the error corrected in the Ban¬ 
tam Standard but for the first few 
years, I could not even get a reply 
from the Standard committee. 
However, I did get a reply that 
was to be put in the hands of the 
unification committee, (APA and 
ABA) of course, this is not the 
way to admit an error. 

I find it hard to believe there 
has been so little interest in the 
past years in Light Sussex as they 
are a very attractive colored bird 


and do not show the grey under 
color tones seen on Columbian 
colored fowls. Light Sussex have 
been much more bred here in 
Canada and I do not know of any 
breeders of pure Light Sussex in 
the United States. Maybe I am 
wrong and would like to know if 
there are any.

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To commemorate the 400th an¬ 
niversary of the discovery of 
America in 1492 by Christopher 
Columbus, the World’s Colum¬ 
bian Exposition, which was 
dedicated on October 23, 1892, 
and opened in May, 1893, was 
held in Chicago. 

On display at that gigantic ex¬ 
position, which covered 666 acres 
and which was attended by one of 
every ten Americans, were such 
wonders as the Pullman car, the 
linotype machine, the first ferris 
wheel, (which 2,160 people could 
ride at one time), and COLUM¬ 
BIAN WYANDOTTES. 

From the APA’s THE 


AMERICAN STANDARD OF 
PERFECTION (p. 47) we learn 
(1) that this was the first time 
that Columbian Wyandottes were 
exhibited, and (2) that that varie¬ 
ty was produced by crossing a 
White Wyandotte with a Barred 
Plymouth Rock. 

The word ‘‘Columbian,” it is 
important to remember, is the 
adjective that refers to “Colum¬ 
bus” or to “the time of Colum¬ 
bus." And so, COLUMBIAN 
Wyandottes were so named in 
order to commemorate the fact 
that they were first exhibited at 
the exposition tnat marked the 
400th anniversary of the 
discovery of America. 

The Columbian color pattern, 
of course, was around for a long 
time before the World’s Colum¬ 
bian Exposition. Light Brahmas, 
which were admitted to THE 
AMERICAN STANDARD OF 
PERFECTION in 1874, bear the 
Columbian color pattern. Light 
Brahmas are known, as we all 
know, as Light Brahmas and not 
as Columbian Brahmas. Similar¬ 
ly. Buff Brahmas, which were 
recognized by the APA in 1924, 
are known as Buff Brahmas, and 
not as Buff Columbian Brahmas. 

But all other breeds and 
varieties of poultry (with the ex¬ 
ception of the bantam and stan¬ 
dard Light Sussex) that bear the 
Columbian color pattern are 
identified as either Columbian or 
Buff Columbian. 

The Columbian color pattern is 
officially recognized for the 
following breeds of bantams: 
Wyandottes, Antwerp Belgians, 
Cochins, S.C. Leghorns, R.C. 
Leghorns, Rosecombs, Cornish, 
Old English Games, Plymouth 
Rocks and Light Sussex (same as 
Columbian color pattern be*, 
male has white saddle). 

The Buff Columbian color pat¬ 
tern is officially recognized for 
the following breeds of bantams: 
Wyandottes, Antwerp Belgians, 
Cochins, S.C. Leghorns, R.C. 
Leghorns, Rosecombs, and 
Shamos. 

The Columbian color pattern is 
recognized for the following 


breeds of standards: Light 
Brahmas, Plymouth Rocks, 
Wyandottes, S.C. Leghorns, and 
Light Sussex (same as Colum¬ 
bian color pattern but male has 
white saddle). The Buff Colum¬ 
bian color pattern is officially 
recognized for only one breed of 
standards: Buff Brahmas. 

In addition to the descriptions 
of the Columbian and Buff Col¬ 
umbian color patterns that are 
found in the APA’s THE 
AMERICAN STANDARD OF 
PERFECTION and the ABA’S 
THE BANTAM STANDARD, the 
reader should consult two recent 
articles by Bob Arbuckle in the 
APA's FANCY FEATHERS APA 
NEWS AND VIEWS: “Surface 
and Undercolor in Buff 
Brahmas,” Summer 1989, p. 12; 
“The Buff Columbian dialog, 
several months later,” Spring 
1990, p. 9. 

Since it was 100 years ago this 
May that Columbian Wyandottes 
were first exhibited, wouldn’t it 
be a good idea for individuals and 
clubs to sponsor specials at this 
year’s shows for “Best Colum¬ 
bian” and “Best Buff Colum¬ 
bian” in both bantams and stan¬ 
dards? Wouldn’t that be a highly 
appropriate manner for the ex¬ 
hibition poultry fraternity to 
honor those breeders who created 
the Columbian and Buff Colum¬ 
bian color patterns? Wouldn't 
that be an entirely fitting way, at 
the same time, for the poultry 
fanciers of America to com¬ 
memorate the 500th anniversary 
of the discovery of America?

"Dear Mr. Hamilton: 

Thank you for your careful reading of my article on the Columbian variety 
in the June and August 1993 issues of POULTRY PRESS. You are correct in 
pointing out that the color pattern of the standard Light Sussex is not identified 
by the APA in THE AMERICAN STANDARD OF PERFECTION as Columbian. 
Rather, it is unique. 

My error was probably the result of a hastily drawn conclusion that the 
APA and the ABA agreed on the color pattern of the Light Sussex. The succinct 
description of the Light Sussex in the ABA'S THE BANTAM STANDARD (1988, p. 
183: "Refer to Columbian color pattern, noting that male has a white saddle") 
which, you state in your letter to Bill Wulff in the November 1993 POULTRY 
PRESS (p. 7), is an incorrect description, probably led me to assume (erroneously, 
alas!) that the same color pattern was recognized by the APA for the standard 
birds of the breed. 

Very possibly, the result of my article and your helpful correction will be 
(1) that breeders of bantam and standard Light Sussex in the United States will 
not only speak out on the subject of the Light Sussex color pattern but also 
show their birds and thereby stimulate other breeders to raise and to show Light 
Sussex, and (2) that the disagreement between the APA and the ABA on the 
plumage color of the Light Sussex will one day be resolved. 

If all of us, whether we raise Light Sussex bantams or standards or any 
other breed, will speak out on behalf of the breeds that we know best and show 
them regularly, and if we all approach the APA/ABA unification project with a 
positive attitude and focus on the things that unite us and not our differences, 
we will surely resolve our differences and make unification a reality. In the long 
run, we all have everything to gain and nothing to loose.

SPECIALS 


By S. Robert Powell 

Poultry show catalogues invariably 
contain a list of "specials" that are offered at 
a particular club's show. 

What is a special? Who sponsors 
specials? When do you sponsor a special? How 
do you do so? What is the effect of sponsoring 
a special? What should you do if you win a 
special? 

A special is a prize, monetary or 
otherwise, that is offered by an individual or 
organization at a particular poultry show. For 
example: "$10 for the Best Female Bantam 
Shown by a Junior Exhibitor" or "$10 for the 
Best Standard B. B. Red Modern Game’ or 
"Trophy for Reserve Champion Standard." 

Specials can be offered by a wide 
variety of individuals and organizations. When 
meets by the APA and/or ABA are held in 
conjunction with a poultry club's show, that 
club invariably offers specials for all the show 
champions and the champions of all of the 
classes of poultry established by the APA 
and/or the ABA. (Those ABA and APA classes, 
it must be remembered, are what provide the 
coherent structural and organizational 
backbone of the show itself.) Some examples of 
specials put up by a poultry club for the 
various APA and ABA classes and for the 
champions of the show might be: "$10 and a 
Trophy for Best American" or "Trophy for 
Reserve Rose Comb Clean Legged* or "$25 and 
Trophy for Grand Champion of the Show." 

The APA and/or the ABA, in addition, 
offer a wide variety of specials at shows at 
which meets of those organizations are held. 
Those specials are in the form of Best of 
Breed ribbons, medals, certificates, plaques, 
master exhibitor points, starred wins, and so 
on, which are awarded to members of the APA 
and/or the ABA in accordance with clear 
guidelines established by those organizations. 

Poultry clubs, other than the one 
sponsoring a given show, also offer specials at 
another club's show: ’$10 for the Best Cochin 
Bantam, offered by the ABC Poultry Club at 
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the XYZ Poultry Club's Show." 


Breed clubs, in addition, also offer 
specials at shows at which their club meets are 
held: "$10 and a trophy for the Champion 
Standard Dorking, offered by the Dorking Club 
of America" or "$10 for the Champion Standard 
Plymouth Rock, offered by the Plymouth Rock 
Fanciers' Club." In some instances, one must be 
a member of the breed club sponsoring the 
special in order to win the special. In other 
instances, the specials are awarded to the 
winners, whether or not they are members of 
the breed club. 

Individual club members of the club 
sponsoring the show also offer specials. 
Membership in the club sponsoring the show, 
however, is not, in most instances, a 
prerequisite for offering a special at that 
club's show. The primary requirement is that 
you are interested in offering a special. 
Virtually all clubs are more than delighted to 
accept specials put up by one and all. I have 
never heard of a club turning down a special 
from anyone. 

What is the intent of a special? In many 
instances, poultry clubs put up specials to 
attract exhibitors to show their birds at a 
given show by offering an incentive (money, 
trophy, rosette or whatever) to do so. A wide 
range of specials put up by a club frequently 
causes exhibitors to show lots of birds at the 
club's show, which means a big show with good 
competition. 

Individuals and breed clubs frequently 
put up specials to promote particular breeds 
and to encourage breeders of those breeds to 
show their birds. One can easily imagine the 
effect of offering a $500 cash special, say, for 
"Best Plymouth Rock Bantam." Were such a 
special put up by someone at a given show, the 
club would probably have to hire an extra 
judge just to do the Plymouth Rock bantams. 


Specials are also offered to memorialize 
or to honor a particular individual or to 
commemorate a particular event: $10 for 
Champion American, in Memory of the Late 
and Great APA Judge, Dan Bristol" (if the 
person is still alive, the special is put up "in 
honor of...’) or $10 for the Best Standard of 
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the Columbian Variety, to Commemorate the 
Centennial of the Naming of the Variety." 

The sky is the limit when it comes to 
specials. You put up the special and you can 
determine what show winner is awarded that 
prize, specials are a great way for many 
people to get involved in a show. If you have 
never put up a special/ do so now. It's good for 
the poultry club sponsoring the show, it's good 
for the fancy in general, and it will make you 
feel good, knowing that you are actively 
promoting exhibition poultry. 

If you are interested in placing a special 
at a club's show, don't wait until two weeks 
before the show and expect to get the special 
listed in the show catalogue. Contact the show 
secretary or the secretary of the breed club or 
organization sponsoring a meet at a given show 
several months in advance so that your special 
can be included in the show catalogue when 
printed. When specials are received by the 
show secretary too late to be included in the 
catalogue, they are usually posted in the show 
hall on the day or days of the show. 

What should you do if you win a special? 
First of all, you must thank the person (a 
member of the club sponsoring the show or a 
representative of a breed club, in most 
instances) who hands you the special. If it's a 
cash special, it usually comes in a sealed 
envelope on which is written not only the name 
of the person or organization offering the 
special but also your name. Most cash specials 
are given out as soon as the classes in question 
are judged. Sometimes they are handed out at 
the ceremony at the end of the show. If the 
special is a trophy, it is usually handed out 
during the ceremony at the dose of the show. 

You should, in addition, thank the person 
or organization who put up the special. Don't 
just tear open the envelope (if it's a cash 
special) and put the money in your pocket and 
call it a day. Don't just take the trophy, for 
example, and walk away without thanking the 
person or organization who put up the trophy. 
Usually the person who put up a special or a 
representative of the organization that put up 
the special is at the show. Find that person 
and thank him and/or his organization for 
putting up the special. If you can't find him at 


the show, mail a note of thanks when you get 
home. 

Remember, individuals and organizations 
don't have to put up specials. They do so 
because they want to, and because they have, 
they must be thanked. While you're at it, don't 
forget to thank, at the end of the show, the 
show secretary and the show management (1) 
for their dedication and hard work and (2) for 
sponsoring the show in question. Don't just 
pack up your birds and head home without 
thanking the people who made the show 
possible. Remember, poultry clubs don't have 
to sponsor shows. They do so because they 
want to, and because they do, they must be 
thanked by all of us for their dedication and 
hard work.

Carbondale may have a new li¬ 
brary alongside a refurbished City 
Hall following adoption by City 
Council Monday of a resolution 
allowing construction of the library 
on land next to City Hall. 

The library had planned to build 
on a property at 46 River St., but 
that project came to a halt when it 
lost the option to purchase the 
land after several oral extensions 
had been granted. The decision to 
replace its current building on 
Sixth Avenue was made in order to 
provide additional space, handi¬ 
capped-accessibility, and parking, 
and the library had hoped to be 
able to move by the end of this 
year. 

The resolution, adopted over an 
opposing vote by Councilman Mi¬ 
chael Brady, states, in part, that 
the city will allow construction on 
the land between City Hall and the 
Adams Building in exchange for 
the library’s deeding of the exist¬ 
ing facility to the city. It also states 
that the city will attempt to secure 
funding to rehabilitate City Hall in 
conjunction with the project and 
demolish the existing city garage. 

"The way I understand the reso¬ 
lution that was drafted,” Solicitor 
Harry Coleman told council, "is 
that the mayor, the administration, 
and council will do everything in 
their power to assist the library in 
this endeavor, if that can be 
achieved financially ” 

City Manager Jim Burke said that 
a number of potential sources 
would be investigated in an at¬ 
tempt to secure the monies neces¬ 
sary for the project. 

“We’re going to attempt to get as 
much money as possible," he said, 
explaining that some sources have 
already been identified. 

"We were approached by state 
officials with the idea of putting 
the library next to City Hall," 
Mayor John E. Moran told The 
Times Tribune, "as a way to help 
with downtown revitalization and 
maybe come un with some money 


to refurbish City Hall.” 

Burke said that the library board 
has committed to the project, and 
Moran said that it is possible that a 
major portion of the necessary 
funding may be in place by about 
June, and that successful comple¬ 
tion of the project would be a 
major step toward bringing back 
the city’s downtown. 

As part of the project, he said, a 
new city garage would be built on a 
different site and the existing li¬ 
brary would be refurbished to 
serve as police headquarters. 
Space on the first floor of City 
Hall, he said, might then be used to 
house the Lackawanna Heritage 
Valley’s visitor center and the Car¬ 
bondale Historical Society and Mu¬ 
seum. 

Martin Langan, president of the 
library board, said that the current 
plan calls for construction of an 
8,000-square-foot, two-story struc¬ 
ture adjacent to City Hall, with 
which it share a common elevator. 

The library had raised monies 
within the community toward the 
project, and Langan said that he 
believes that those funds are still 
committed. He also said that the 
cost of the construction is expected 
to be about the same as that of the 
building which would have been 
built oh River Street. 

He said that no formal plans 
beyond sketches for the new struc¬ 
ture have been drawn up, and that 
design work would probably sev¬ 
eral months for completion. 

"The library endorses this plan 
100-percent,” said Langan. "It’s a 
win win for everybody. It’s a win 
for the community and it’s a win 
for the library."

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Indian Summer:' What, Why, and When 


□ after Labor Day has passed, it 
seems that almost any warm day in the 
northern part of the United States is 
referred to by most people as “Indian 
summer.” And while their error is cer- 
ttinly not of the world-shaking variety, 
they are, for the most part, in error. 

Besides specific dates, there are cer¬ 
tain Indian summer criteria to be met. 
Indian summer is warm, of course. In 
addition, however, the atmosphere dur¬ 
ing Indian summer is hazy or smoky, 
there is no wind, the barometer is stand¬ 
ing high, and the nights are clear and 
chilly. Meteorologists describe these fall 
conditions as caused by conversion of a 
moving, cool, shallow polar air mass 
into a deep, warm, and stagnant anticy¬ 
clone (high pressure) system, which has 
the effect of concentrating natural dust 
and smoke in the air near the ground 
and causing a large swing in tempera¬ 
ture between day and night. 

The more controversial aspect of In¬ 
dian summer is the time of its occur¬ 
rence. Or whether or not there is a 
certain time. Most would agree that 
warm days in the fall do not of them¬ 
selves constitute Indian summer unless 
they follow a spell of cold weather or a 
good hard frost. 

Beyond that, many references to In¬ 
dian summer in American literature 
indicate a time of “late fall” or “after 
late October.” This is in contrast, there¬ 
fore, with the time of Indian summer in 
old England, which can come in Sep¬ 
tember, known then as St. Augustine’s 



summer, in October, St. Luke’s sum¬ 
mer, or in November, St. Martin’s 
summer. Those particular saints’ days 
occur August 28, October 18, and No¬ 
vember 11, respectively. 

For the past 193 years this publica¬ 
tion (as well as many other 19th-cen¬ 
tury almanacs) has always adhered to 
the saying, “If All Saints brings out 
winter, St Martin’s brings out Indian 
summer.” Accordingly, Indian summer 
can occur between St. Martin’s Day, 
November 11, and November 20. If the 
conditions that constitute Indian sum¬ 
mer, described above, do not occur 
within those dates, then there is no In¬ 
dian summer that year. 

If there is a period of warm fall 
weather at a time other than between 
St. Martin’s Day and November 20, 
then such a time could be correctly de¬ 
scribed as being like Indian summer. 

Finally, why is Indian summer called 
Indian summer? Some 3ay it comes to 
us from early Indians who believed the 
condition was caused by a certain wind 
emanating from the court of their God 
Cautantowwit or the Southwestern 
God. Others feel the term evolved from 
the fact that around the time of Indian 
summer, or shortly before it, the de¬ 
ciduous trees are "dressed" as colorful¬ 
ly as Indians. 

The most probable origin of the 
term, in our view, goes back to the very 
early settlers in New England. Each 
year they would welcome the arrival of 
cold wintry weather in late October 
when they could leave their stockades 
without worrying about Indian attacks 
and commence preparing their fields 
for the following spring plantings. The 
Indians didn’t like attacking in cold 
weather. But then came a time, almost 
every year around St. Martin’s Day, 
when it would suddenly turn warm 
again, and the Indians would decide to 
have one more go at the settlers even 
though it was no longer their normal 
raiding season. "Indian summer,” the 
settlers called it. □ □

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SPECIALS

Poultry show catalogues in- 
variably contain a list of 
"specials” that are offered at a 
particular club’s show. 

What is a special? Who spon¬ 
sors specials? How do you do so? 
What is the effect of sponsoring a 


special? What should you do if 
you win a special? 

A special is a prize, monetary 
or otherwise, that is offered by an 
individual or organization at a 
particular poultry show. For ex¬ 
ample: "$10 for the best Female 
Bantam shown by a junior ex¬ 
hibitor” or "$10 for the Best Stan¬ 
dard B. B. Red Modern Game” or 
"Trophy for Reserve Champion 
Standard." 

Specials can be offered by a 
wide variety of individuals and 
organizations. When meets by the 
APA and/or ABA are held in con¬ 
junction with a poultry club’s 
show, that club invariably offers 
specials for all the show cham¬ 
pions and the champions of all of 
the classes of poultry established 
by the APA and/or the ABA. 
(Those ABA and APA classes, it 
must be remembered, are what 
provide the coherent structural 
and organizational backbone of 
the show itself.) Some examples 
of specials put up by a poultry 
club for the various APA and 
ABA classes and for the cham¬ 
pions of the show might be: "$10 
and a Trophy for Best American” 
or “Trophy for Reserve Rose 
Comb Clean Legged” or "$25 and 
Trophy for Grand Champion of 
the Show.” 

The APA and/or the ABA, in 
addition, offer a wide variety of 
specials at shows at which meets 
of those organizations are held. 
Those specials are in the form of 
Best of Breed ribbons, medals, 
certificates, plaques, master ex¬ 
hibitor points, starred wins, and 
so on, which are awarded to 
members of the APA in accor¬ 
dance with clear guidelines 
established by those organiza¬ 
tions. 

Poultry clubs, other than the 


one sponsoring a given show, also 
offer specials at another club’s 
show-: "$10 for the Best Cochin 
Bantam, offered by the ABC 
Poultry Club at the XYZ Poultry 
Club’s show.” r 

Breed clubs, in addition, also 
offer specials at shows at which 
their club meets are held: "$10 
for the Champion Standard 
Plymouth Rock, offered by the 
Plymouth Rock Fancier’s Club.” 
In some instances, one must be a 
member of the breed club spon¬ 
soring the special in order to win 
the special. In other instances, 
the specials are awarded to the 
winners, whether or not they are 
members of the breed club. 

Individual club members of the 
club sponsoring the show also of¬ 
fer specials. Membership on the 
club sponsoring the show, 
however, is not, in most in¬ 
stances, a prerequisite for offer¬ 
ing a special at that club’s show. 
The primary requirement is that 
you are interested in offering a 
special. Virtually all clubs are 
more than delighted to accept 
specials put up by one and all. I 
have never heard of a club turn¬ 
ing down a special from anyone. 

What is the intent of a special? 
In many instances, poultry clubs 
put up specials to attract ex¬ 
hibitors to show their birds at a 
given show by offering an incen¬ 
tive (money, trophy, rosette or 
whatever) to do so. A wide range 
of specials put up by a club fre¬ 
quently causes exhibitors to show 
lots of birds at the club’s show, 
which means a big show with 
good competition. 

Individuals and breed clubs 
frequently put up specials to pro¬ 
mote particular breeds and to en¬ 
courage breeders of those breeds 
to show their birds. One can easi¬ 
ly imagine the effect of offering a 
(500 cash special, say, for "Best 
Plymouth Rock Bantam.” Were 
such a special put up by someone 
at a given show, the club would 
probably have to hire an extra 
judge just to do the Plymouth 
Rock bantams.

While there’s no lack of editions of 
the Sherlock Holmes stories, sure¬ 
ly the ultimate has been reached in 
The Oxford Sherlock Holmes, 
a set of nine compact books con¬ 
taining all 60 of Arthur Conan Doyle’s 
tales about the most famous of all de¬ 
tectives (Oxford University Press, $99 
complete; individually, $11 each.)

Meets by breed clubs that take place in conjunction with 
poultry club shows are of many kinds. The most usual are: special, 
district regional and rational. But there are other kinds of 
meets’ as well that are sponsored by breed clubs. The l^Comb^Blac ^ 

Minorca Club also sponsors an international meet. h M 

Fanciers' Association also sponsors "pin," "pen, and ribbon meet . 
ThC Old English Game Bantam Club of America also sponsors Game 
JhTllenge" meeTs. The American Silkie Club and the Faverolle Fanciers 
of America Club both also sponsor "breed" meets. 

The specific nature of breed club meets and the requirements 
for those meets are determined by the breed club in question. A breed 
club might, for example, stipulate that there must be .0 birds 
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exhibited by two or more exhibitors who are members of that breed club 
in order for the meet to qualify and the awards to be given out; or a 
breed club might stipulate that its awards are open to all, regardless 
of club membership. 

Breed clubs have to hold meets (show meetings) if they are to 
remain vital as organizations and the easiest and best way for a breed 
club to hold a meet is to do so at a poultry club's show, although 
there are breed clubs that hold their own shows, independent of any 
poultry club. 

How does a breed club arrange to hold a meet at a particular 
poultry club ; s show? In some cases, the secretary or a member of the 
breed club requests permission from a poultry club to hold a meet at 
that poultry club*s show. In other instances, the secretary or a 
member of a poultry club contacts a breed club and requests that the 
breed club hold a meet at that poultry club^s show. The state or 
district directors of many breed clubs award meets to the shows in 
their state or district. 

If you need to find out the name and address of a particular 
state or district director of a given breed club, contact the 
secretary of the breed club. Their names and addresses can be found in 
POULTRY PRESS or the yearbooks of the APA and the ABA. 

Poultry clubs, of course, like to host meets at their shows, 
and the reason is obvious: lots of meets frequently means a Urge and 
successful show with good competition. Many poultry clubs encourage 
breed clubs to hold meets at their shows by putting up specials 
specifically for them. The York County Poultry Fanciers^ 
Association, for example, offers a breed club that holds its national 
(annual) meet at the York Show the following: a trophy for champion 
and a trophy for reserve champion, as well as a 25-cent rebate for 
every bird shown in the breed club^s meet. The breed clubs need the 
poultry clubs and the poultry clubs need the breed clubs. It s a 
mutually beneficial relationship. 

How does a breed club arrange to hold a meet at a poultry 
club^s show? Let^s say, for example, that the United Orpington Club 
wishes to hold a meet at the annual fall show of the Eastern New York 
State Poultry Fanciers^ Association. A represen tat 1 ve of the UOC 
contacts the ENYSPFA and asks to hold a meet at the upcoming show. 

When permission is granted, the UOC announces the meet to its 
members and encourages them to snow birds at the ENYSPFA show. The 
ENYSPFA announces the meet to its members and encourages its members 
who raise Orpingtons to show them at the club show. The ENYSPFA 
announces to the poultry fancy as a whole, by means of ads and 
articles in the poultry periodicals, that a meet by the UOC will 
take place at its upcoming show and encourages any breeder of 
Orpingtons to show them at the upcoming ENYSPFA show. If*s as simple 
as that.

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Cabinet Museums Revisited 

Jam-packed Victorian displays still contain up-to-date messages

In Dublin's fair city, at the heart of 
Georgian elegance near Trinity College 
and the Old Parliament House, stands an 
anatomically correct statue of Molly Mal¬ 
one. I do not speak of Molly herself, who 
may or may not be properly rendered (I 
didn’t particularly notice), but of her leg¬ 
endary wares. She holds two baskets, Qne 
full of cockles and the other of mussels— 
not quite “alive, alive, o!” in their bronzed 
condition, but clearly sculpted as accurate 
representatives of the appropriate species. 
The artist has respected zoological diver¬ 
sity by representing the song’s complete 
natural history. (To comment on diversity 
of another valued kind, I never understood 
why the song’s third verse included the 
only nonrhyming couplet in such a consis¬ 
tent and admirable ditty: “She died of a 
fever; and no one could save her.” But 
then I learned that these words do rhyme 
in Ireland—just as “thought” and “note” 
rhyme in Yorkshire, and therefore in 
Wordsworth.) 

Just a few blocks from Molly and right 
next to the Dail (the modem Parliament of 
the Irish Republic), stands the Dublin Mu¬ 
seum of Natural History. This museum 
traces its origin to a private association of 
fourteen citizens, founded in 1731 as the 
Dublin Society. The first public exhibit 
(largely of agricultural implements) 
opened in 1733 in the basement of the Old 
Parliament House. George II provided a 
royal charter in 1749, and parliamentary 
grants began in 1761. Growing collections 
required a new building, and a govern¬ 
ment grant of five thousand pounds, made 
in 1853, largely financed the present struc¬ 
ture. Lord Carlisle, the lord lieutenant of 
Ireland, laid the foundation stone in March 
1856. His lordship, speaking in orotund 
tones suited both to Victorian practice and 


to the dignity of his official title, expressed 
a hope 

that the building about to arise on this 
spot...may, with its kindred departments, 
furnish ever-increasing accommodation for 
the pursuits of useful knowledge and hu¬ 
manizing accomplishments, and open for 
the coming generations worthy temples of 
science, art, and learning, at whose shrine 
they may be taught how most to reverence 
their creator, and how best to benefit their 
fellow creatures. 

I learned these details of the museum’s 
history in a fine pamphlet, The Natural 
History Museum Dublin, by C. E. O’Rior- 
dan. (You may buy your copy of this gov¬ 
ernment document at the museum itself, as 
I did, or you may pick one up at the Gov¬ 
ernment Publications Sales Office at the 
memorable address of Molesworth Street, 
Dublin.) The museum building, although 
harmonizing with its earlier Georgian sur¬ 
roundings in exterior design, could not be 
more quintessentially Victorian within. 
Two fully mounted, magnificently 
antlered skeletons of the fossil deer 
Megaceros giganteus —informally, if in¬ 
correctly, called the Irish elk—greet visi¬ 
tors at the entrance to the ground floor 
(while a third skeleton of an unantlered fe¬ 
male stands just beyond). The rest of the 
ground floor mostly houses representative 
collections of Irish zoology, phylum by 
phylum and family by family (a case of 
the “roundworms of Ireland" or on “Irish 
crabs" certainly conveys an impression of 
admirable thoroughness in coverage). 

The remainder of the museum, a first 
floor and two galleries above, seems even 
more frozen into its older style of full and 
systematic presentation. Cast ironwork 
and dark wood cabinets, the mainstays of 
Victorian exhibition, abound. Copious 


light enters through the glass ceiling and 
streams around the shadows made by cab¬ 
inets and their contents. Heads and horns 
adorn the walls in profusion, and we won¬ 
der for a moment whether we are visiting a 
museum or a lord’s trophy room. 

The ensemble seems so coherent that 
we might view the entire display as an em¬ 
bodiment of a blueprint in the head of 
some Victorian museum worthy under the 
spell of John Ruskin. In fact, as with any 
living entity, the exhibits were melded, 
fused, reordered, and cobbled together 
over many decades—although these par¬ 
ticular decades did end quite some time 
ago. The horns were not installed until the 
1930s, but most of ti.c other exhibits have 
changed little since Victoria and, later, her 
son Edward VII ruled this land—or at 
least since the locals demoted Edward’s 
son George V to establish the Irish Free 
State in 1921. 

O’Riordan, who provides a meticulous 
account of every change in venue for any 
stuffed bird or seashell, also acknowledges 
twentieth-century stability. He discusses a 
massive rearrangement, begun in 1895, to 
establish the current scheme of Irish spec¬ 
imens on the ground floor, with a run- 
through of worldwide Linnaean order on 
the first floor and galleries above. He 
writes: "The recruitment of extra staff in 
1906 enabled work on the invertebrates on 
the top gallery to proceed quickly and this 
was completed by 1907. The exhibition on 
the upper floor and galleries has not radi¬ 
cally changed since.” He then mentions 
the addition of several Irish elk skulls to 
the ground floor exhibit in 1910 and com¬ 
ments: “Apart from relatively minor alter¬ 
ations in the content and disposition of the 
exhibits, the overall theme and plan of the 
exhibition has since remained the same.” 
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We tend—falsely 1 shall soon argue—lo 
view such stability as a sure sign of stag¬ 
nation, if not decrepitude and ruin. Our 
basic concept of “Victorian” includes im¬ 
ages of soot-bjackcned buildings, cold in¬ 
terior spaces lined with dark wood, chip¬ 
ping paint, peeling wallpaper, and shelves 
of bric-a-brac. In many towns, the classic 
late-Victorian (Queen Anne) mansions are 
now either funeral homes or lawyer’s of¬ 
fices—and neither enterprise seems much 
beloved of late. 

I confess that my first visit to the Dublin 
Museum of Natural History did nothing to 
dent this stereotype. 1 s,ient a good part of 
1971, yardstick in hand, measuring the 
skulls and antlers of Irish elks. I visited the 
manors of the Marquess of Bath and the 
Earl of Dunraven, and 1 measured tile mis¬ 
treated male of commercialized Bunratty 
Castle (near Shannon Airport), where be¬ 
sotted revelers at the nightly medieval 
banquet had left the poor fellow with a fat 
cigar in his jaws and coffee cups on the 
tines of his antlers. But the best stash of 
specimens belongs to the museum in 
Dublin, where the' two skeletons can be 
supplemented with another fifteen heads 
and horns, mounted high on the walls of 
the ground floor, one head above each 
major cabinet. 

The same Dr. O’Riordan greeted me 
warmly and treated me well; his speci¬ 
mens formed the centerpiece of my study 
(published in the professional journal Evo¬ 
lution in 1974, but initially, in a more gen¬ 
eral version, as my very first article (or this 


magazine in 1973). The specimens were 
fine, but, oh my, the museum was a dingy 
place back then. Little light, less comfort, 
and dust absolutely everywhere. I had to 
sit on top of the tall cabinets to measure 
the heads mounted above. There the dust, 
undisturbed for so many years, had con¬ 
gealed into thick layers of grime. I doubt 
that any living being had been up there 
with any sort of cleaning device since 
Leopold Bloom met Stephen Dedalus in 
Nighttown (or since Molly Malone last 
sold the sort of stuff labeled in the ground 
floot exhibits as "Mollusca of Ireland’). 

Willi such memories, 1 approached my 
visit in September 1993 with some trepi¬ 
dation—for the extrapolated curve of dete¬ 
rioration did not lead to happy expecta¬ 
tions. I could not have been more joyously 
surprised. Not one jot or tittle of any ex¬ 
hibit has been altered, but all the surround¬ 
ings have been restored to their original 
condition—not just accurately, but lov¬ 
ingly as well. An army of brooms has been 
through the premises (I think of the enor¬ 
mous clone constructed by Mickey Mouse 
in the Sorcerer’s Apprentice of Fanta¬ 
sia)—and, as my grandmother would 
surely have said, “you could eat off the 
floor” (although I never understood why 
all my older relatives invoked this expres¬ 
sion, as I couldn't imagine why anyone 
would want to try the experiment, how¬ 
ever thorough the scrubbing). The glass 
ceiling has been cleaned, and the light 
floods through. The dark wood of the cab¬ 
inets has been repaired and polished, and 


the glass now shines. The elaborate cast 
ironwork has been scraped and decorated 
in colorful patterns reminiscent of the 
“painted lady” Victorian houses of San 
Francisco. The ensemble now exudes 
pride in its own countenance—and 1 fi¬ 
nally understood, viscerally, the coherent 
and admirable theory behind a classical 
Victorian “cabinet” museum of natural 
history. 

Two factors—one a prejudice, the other 
a condition—generally debar us from ap¬ 
preciating the Victorian aesthetic. First, 
our smugness about progress leads us to 
view any contrary vision from the past as 
barbarous. Thus, when modernism es¬ 
poused simple geometries, with unoma- 
tnented and functional spaces, the Victo¬ 
rian love of busy exuberance became a 
focus of pity and derision. (We might 
praise an old Japanese house for anticipat¬ 
ing modem simplicity, but what could we 
do with a shelf of curios?) In a sense, this 
dismissal might be viewed as payback, for 
the Victorians aggressively depicted their 
own times as the pinnacle of progress and 
they often treated the past with condescen¬ 
sion. In any case, our knee-jerk dismissal 
of things Victorian is now fading as the 
preservationist movement wins more con¬ 
verts and as postmodernism brings eclecti¬ 
cism and ornament back into architecture 
and design. 

Second, and moie important, our image 
of Victorian has not been set by the objects 
themselves, as constructed for their own 
time, but by their present appearance, usu¬ 
ally after a century of neglect and deterio¬ 
ration. The situation is almost perverse. I 
would not, after all, allow my image of 
“grandfather” to be set by the present state 
of my Papa Joe’s remains at his grnvesite. 
Why, then, do we conceptualize “Victo¬ 
rian” as a ramshackle building with bro¬ 
ken steps, creaking floors, and peeling 
paint—fit only for the Addants family or 
as the Halloween haunted house set up by 
the local Jaycces? 

My first, and keenly revealing, expcri- 
encewilh Victorian as Victorians knew the 
style, divested of a century's overlay in de¬ 
terioration, occurred in 1976 when, to cel¬ 
ebrate our nation’s 200th birthday, the 
Smithsonian Institution opened a replica 
of the Philadelphia centennial exposition 
of 1876. This wonderful exhibition in¬ 
cluded plows, pharmaceuticals, imple¬ 
ments for house and farm, and, above all, 
machines and engines, all spanking new, 
freshly painted, and entirely in working 
order, with all their wheels, whistles, and 
hisses. 1 particularly remem - a case of

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ax blades—all shiny and sharp. And 1 real¬ 
ized that I had always pictured Victorian 
tools as rusted and dull—without ever ar¬ 
ticulating to myself the obvious point that 
they must have been gleaming and func¬ 
tional when first made. I am always 
amazed at the power of a prejudiced as¬ 
sumption (however absurd, and especially 
when backed by a mental picture, for pri¬ 
mates are visual animals) to derail the log¬ 
ical thinking of basically competent peo¬ 
ple like myself. 

1 remember Glasgow as the planet’s 
ugliest city upon my first visit in 1961, and 
as one of the loveliest places I had ever 
seen upon my return in 1991. The differ¬ 
ence: Glasgow is the world’s greatest Vic¬ 
torian city in public and commercial archi¬ 
tecture. All the major downtown 
buildings, horribly soot-blackened and de¬ 
crepit in many other ways in 1961, have 
now been cleaned and showcased, often 
by converting traffic orgies into pedestrian 
malls. 1 was stunned by the exuberance of 
these buildings, each different in- its 
curves, ornaments, and filigrees; each 
vying with all the others, yet somehow 
forming an integrated cacophony (you 
have to see them to know why my chosen 
description is not oxymoronic). I was re¬ 
volted at my first sight of the Natural His¬ 
tory Museum in London—each archway 
of its elaborate Romanesque entranceway 
blacker and grimier than the one within— 
and uplifted by the subtle colors and arch¬ 
ing forms of the cleaned building. The 
Victorian secular glass of Harvard’s 
churchlike Memorial Hall passed beneath 
my notice for twenty-five years. Now I 


force these wonderful windows, designed 
by John La Large and oilier great Ameri¬ 
can giassmakers, and resplendent in their 
newly cleaned state, upon the notice of 
every visitor, for Memorial Hall is stop 
number one on my personal tour of Har¬ 
vard’s architecture. 

I now add the Dublin museum to this 
list of Victorian buildings uplifted from 
squalor to glory by die simple expedient of 
restoring them to die original intentions of 
their architects and designers. Most of all, 
this splendid restoration taught me some¬ 
thing that 1 had never appreciated about 
Victorian museum design. 

The display of organisms in these mu¬ 
seums rests upon concepts strikingly dif¬ 
ferent from modern practice, but fully con¬ 
sonant with Victorian concerns. Today, we 
tend to exhibit one or a few key speci¬ 
mens, surrounded by an odd mixture of 
extraneous glitz and more useful explana¬ 
tion, all in an effort to teach (if the intent be 
maximally honorable) or simply to dazzle 
(nothing wrong with this goal either). The 
Victorians, who viewed dieir museums as 
microcosms for national goals of territor¬ 
ial expansion and faith in progress fueled 
by increasing knowledge, tried to stuff 
every last specimen into their gloriously 
crowded cabinets—in order to show the 
full range and wonder of global diversity. 
(In my favorite example. Lord Rothschild, 
richest and most prolific of all great collec¬ 
tors, displayed zebras and antelopes in 
kneeling position or even supine, so that 
one or two extra rows could be inserted to 
include all specimens in fioor-to-ceiling 
displays at his museum in Tring.) The 


standard Victorian cabinet (including 
many in the Dublin museum) provides 
several rows of locked wooden drawers 
beneath the creatures on display under 
glass—to house all the museum’s addi¬ 
tional specimens, which can then be 
shown to professionals and others with 
specialized interests. 

I realize that this tactic of displaying 
every last specimen includes a dubious 
side in recording the spoils of aggressive 
and militaristic imperialism, with all the 
attendant racism and ecological disregard. 
But do honor and acknowledge the coun¬ 
tervailing virtue of exhibiting such pleni¬ 
tude—as best expressed in the words of 
Psalm 104: “O Lord, how manifold are thy 
works!... the earth is full of thy riches.” 
You can put one beetle in a cabinet (usu¬ 
ally an enlarged model and not a real spec¬ 
imen), surround it with fancy computer 
graphics and push-button whatsits, and 
then state that no other group maintains 
such diversity. Or you can fill the same 
cabinet with real beetles representing a 
thousand species—of differing colors, 
shapes, and sizes—and then state that you 
have tried to display each kind in the 
county. 

The Victorians preferred this second ap¬ 
proach—and I am with them, for nothing 
thrills me more than the raw diversity of 
nature. Moreover, the Victorian cabinet 
museum thrives upon an exquisite tension 
in commingling (not always comfortably, 
for they truly conflict) two differing tradi¬ 
tions from still earlier times: the seven¬ 
teenth-century baroque passion for dis¬ 
playing odd, deformed, peculiar, and 
“prize” (largest, smallest, brightest, ugli¬ 
est) specimens—the Wutiderkammer (or 
cabinet of curiosities) of older collectors; 
and the eighteenth-century preference of 
Linnaeus and the Enlightenment for a sys¬ 
tematic display of the regular order of na¬ 
ture within a coherent and comprehensive 
schenje of taxonomy. (Pardon a little toot 
on the personal horn, but my recent book 
with photographer Rosamond Purcell, 
Finders Keepers, illustrates these different 
components in notable collectors from 
Peter the Great to Lord Rothschild.) 

I have long recognized the theory and 
aesthetic of such comprehensive display: 
show everything and incite wonder by 
sheer variety. But I had never realized how 
powerfully the decor of a cabinet museum 
can promote this goal until I saw the 
Dublin fixtures redone right. Light floods 
through the glass ceiling, creating a fasci¬ 
nating interplay of brightness and shadow 
reflecting off both specimens and architec- 





tural elements of iron struts, wooden rail¬ 
ings, and the dark wood and clear glass of 
the cabinets themselves. The busy 
arrangement of cabinets mirrors the 
crowding of organisms, while the contrast 
between dark wood and clear glass rein¬ 
forces the variegated diversity of the crea¬ 
tures within. The regular elements of cast 
iron and cabinetry echo the order of taxo¬ 
nomic schemes for the allocation of speci¬ 
mens. The exuberance is all of one 
piece—organic and architectural. 

I write this essay to offer my warmest 
congratulations to the Dublin museum for 
choosing preservation—a decision that 
was not only scientifically right but also 
ethically sound and decidedly courageous. 
The avant-garde is not the only place of 
courage; a principled stand within a recon¬ 
stituted rear unit may call down just as 
much ridicule and demand equal fortitude. 
Crowds do not always rush off in ad¬ 
mirable or defendable directions. 

In choosing to construct a dynamic mu¬ 
seum of museums, in asserting the old 
ideal of focusing display on nature’s full 
diversity, in restoring their interior space 
to Victorian intent by harmonizing archi¬ 
tecture with organism, the Dublin mu¬ 
seum’s curators have stood against most 
modem trends in museums of science— 
where fewer specimens, more emphasis 
on overt pedagogy, and increasing focus 
on “interactive” display (meaning good 
and thoughtful rapport of visitor and ob¬ 
ject when done well, and glitzy, noisy, 
push-button-activated nonsense when 
done poorly) have become the norm. 

Much as I love the cabinet of full vari¬ 
ety, I could not defend Dublin’s decision if 
this exhibit in the old style usurped all 
available space for displaying natural his¬ 
tory. After all, we have learned something 
in the last century, and many of die newer 
techniques work well, particularly in get¬ 
ting children excited about science. But 
Dublin has found a lovely solution. They 
have restored their original housing to one 
of the world’s finest and fullest exhibits in 
the old and still-stunning cabinet style— 
not just a room to showcase die past, but 
an entire building in full integrity. And 
they have opened a new building on the 
next street for needed exhibits in a more 
modem vein (now featuring the great in¬ 
evitability of this year of Jurassic Park — 
a display about dinosaurs). 

1 would not be defending the cabinet 
style if such museums only honored a wor¬ 
thy past. I support this ideal of fullest pos¬ 
sible display because it remains so vital 
and excidng, as capable as ever of inspir¬ 


ing interest (as well as awe) in any curious 
person. I agitate for these old-style muse¬ 
ums because they are wonderful today. 
They provide, first of all, a richness in va¬ 
riety not available elsewhere. When I vis¬ 
ited the Dublin museum, for example, a 
college course in drawing had convened 
on the premises—and each student sat in 
front of a different mammal, sketching at 
leisure. 

But a second reason beyond immediate, 
practical utility must be embraced if my 
argument has any power to persuade. This 
more subtle, and controversial, point was 
beautifully expressed by Oliver Sacks in 
two letters written to me: 

My own first love was biology. 1 spent a 
great part of my adolescence in the Natural 
History Museum in London (and I still go to 
the Botanic Garden almost every day, and to 
the Zoo every Monday). The sense of diver¬ 
sity—of the wonder of innumerable forms 
of life—has always thrilled me beyond any¬ 
thing else. [December 1990] 

Love of museums was an intense passion 
for me, for many of us, in adolescence. Erik 
Korn, Jonathan Miller, and I spent virtually 
all our spare time in the Natural History 
Museum, each of us adopting (or being 
adopted by) different groups—holothuria 
(Erik), polychaetes (Jonathan), cephalopods 
(myself)- I can still see, with eidetic vivid¬ 
ness, the dusty case containing a Stheno- 
teuthis carolii washed up on the Yorkshire 
coast in 1925. 1 have no idea whether that 
case, or any of the dusty cases we were so in 
love with, still exist—the old museum, the 
old museum idea, has been so swept away. I 
am all for interactive exhibits, like die San 


Francisco Exploratorium, but not at the ex¬ 
pense of the old cabinet type of museum. 
[September 1992] 

None of these three teen-agers grew 
into a professional zoologist (although 
others of the same clone and cohort, in¬ 
cluding me at the New York museum that 
publishes this magazine, did)—but all be¬ 
came men of great accomplishment, at 
least partly because they maintained (and 
transferred to their chosen profession) a 
museum-inspired love of detail and diver¬ 
sity. My friend Erik Korn is England’s 
finest antiquarian book dealer in natural 
history; Miller’s work in medicine and 
theater, and Sacks’s in neurology and psy¬ 
chology, are well known. Sacks, in partic¬ 
ular, has based the passionate humanism 
of his unique insight into individual per¬ 
sonalities—his revival of the old “case 
study” method in medicine—upon his ear¬ 
lier love for zoological taxonomy. In his 
letter to me, he continued, “I partly see my 
patients (some of them, at least) as ‘forms 
of life,’ and not just as ‘damaged,’ or ‘de¬ 
fective,’ or ‘abnormal.’ ” These “old-fash¬ 
ioned” museum displays had a profound 
effect upon the lives of three supremely 
talented, yet remarkably different, men. 

I must therefore end with a point that 
may seem outstandingly “politically in¬ 
correct,” but worthy of strong defense 
nonetheless. We too often, and tragically, 
confuse our legitimate dislike of elitism as 
imposed limitation with an argument for 
leveling all concentrated excellence to 
some least common denominator of maxi-
